are milked. If calves are to be 

fed three times daily, the feed- 

ing periods are divided into eight hour intervals as nearly 
as possible. We consider regularity of feeding very im- 
portant. Our calves are changed from three to two feed- 
ing periods daily when they are about a month or six 
weeks of age. All real young calves are fed just as soon 
as the milk is drawn from the cow in order to make sure 
that it is sweet and warm. All pails and utensils are, of 
course, kept scrupulously clean and sanitary. 

Constant watchfulness on the part of the feeder is im- 
perative and at the first sign of indigestion, the quantity 
of milk is reduced and a dose of castor oil is usually 
administered. 


Whole milk is fed for the first six weeks or two montlts 
at which time the calves usually begin to eat grain and 
hay. Then they are gradually changed over to skim milk 
from fifteen to twenty pounds daily being given. Skin 
milk is fed until calves are from eight to ten months of 
age. Because we have found that alfalfa has a tendency 
to scour calves when they are getting milk, we prefer to 
feed clover or mixed hay. Our grain ration is as follows: 

Crushed Oats 1200 pounds 
Cracked Corn 800 i 


Bran 400 ‘i 
Hominy 400 6 
Oil Meal 300 - 
Ground Hay 600 (Alfalfa) 
Molasses 800 . 


They are given all the hay and practically all the grain 
which they will eat readily. The grain is fed immediately 
after the milk. Each pen is provided with a drinking 


amount as though kept in the 
stable. 

When the calves are about ten months of age, we move 
them from the calf barn to one of our outlying farms 
where they are fed hay, silage and grain. With the excep- 
tion of feeding time when they are stanchioned, they al- 
ways have the run of the yard with an open shed arrange- 
ment for shelter. They have good pasture during the 
summer months but are always stanchioned and fed morn- 
ing and night until after being bred. Having shelter from 
the storms, they are allowed to run in the open sheds 
even during the winter months. Our heifers are usually 
bred at from sixteen to twenty-one months of age. If a 
bunch of heifers have been bred in the spring, it has been 
our custom to turn them out on pasture without grain 
until within three months of calving when they are 
brought in and fitted for testing. 

For several years it has been our custom to weigh all 
calves at least once each month. We find that a normal, 
properly fed calf will gain on an average of sixty-five 
pounds per month and will weigh from 800 to 900 pounds 
when one year of age. When ready to calve at approxi- 
mately twenty-six to thirty months of age, our two-year- 
old heifers usually weigh from 1,500 to 1,600 pounds. 

I believe this is above the weight of the average- Hol- 
stein heifer of this age but we believe that good: size is 
quite essential for maximum production and we want the 
heifers to get as much of this growth as is possible before 
they calve the first time. We aim to run all first calf 
heifers on semi-official test because we believe that the

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Educational Needs In Cooperative Marketing 


Excerpts From an Address by C. W. PUGSLEY, President of South Dakota State College, Before 
First South Dakota Cooperative Institute, Huron, South Dakota, February 24, 1926 


HE cooperative method of conducting business is now 
é firmly established in the United States, and coopera- 

tive organizations will steadily increase in number 
and influence from year to year, particularly agricultural 
marketing organizations. Although the next few years 
will see remarkable growth in cooperative and insurance 
organizations in both town and country, increase in co- 
operative buying organizations, except in connection with 
the handling of unperishable staples, will probably be 
much slower. 

During the past ten years, farmers’ business organiza- 
tions have more than doubled in number and cooperative 
membership has more than trebled. There were more 
than 12,000 active organizations in 1925, with more than 
2,500,000 members. In 1915 there were but 650,000 mem- 
bers. The biggest actual increase in both number of 
associations and members has been in the district made 
up of North Dakota, South Dakota, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Kansas, and Missouri. Here the past decade has 
seen almost as many members added as there were in the 
entire United States in 1915. The next largest increase 
has been in the states just to the east, Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Michigan, Indiana, and Ohio. These two districts have 
added 800,000 members during the ten years. 

More than 70 per cent of all the associations are in the 
North Central States; Minnesota leads the list, Iowa 
follows and Wisconsin comes third. Grain marketing 
associations head the list, comprising about 30 per cent of 
the total. Cooperatives to handle dairy products take 
second place, then come livestock shipping associations, 
with fruit and vegetable associatons occupying fourth 
place. 

There have been reasons why cooperation has not 
_ taken a firmer hold upon this country, but these condi- 

tions are rapidly changing. Effective cooperative units 
must have their members living reasonably close together, 
and methods of communication and transportation should 
be quick and effective. Pioneer life and cooperative de- 
velopment do not go hand in hand. Pioneer families are 
scattered. Until recently, telephones were few. The auto 
has come only within the last few years. Products, such 
as cream, eggs, or potatoes were not grown in large quan- 
tities. These crops in marketable quantities usually follow 
high land prices and are seldom found in new countries. 
Pioneer families are more or less self-sustaining, and in- 
dependence and individualism are fostered to the nth 
degree. ‘ 

Pioneer days are now about over. The pressure of 
population is changing our entire economic life. Farmers 
are being forced into groups for self protection and pre- 
servation. The most efficient method of marketing, pro- 
vided it leaves a fair share of the final profits with the 
producer, will be the one finally adopted. A goodly num- 
ber of cooperative organizations is the very best method 
of insuring economy in the entire marketing system. 

A few years ago those who talked cooperation were un- 
popular. Legislatures were not interested in making 
appropriations for teaching the principles of cooperation 
or for marketing research. Commercial clubs and other 
business organizations were constantly passing resolu- 
tions against cooperative effort. 

All this has changed. The federal government has just 
created a board or commission to help foster existing co- 
operative associations and encourage new ones. Many 
state legislatures are making appropriations to Agricul- 
tural Colleges for teaching and research. Chambers of 
commerce, banker and other business associations are 
endorsing the principles of cooperation as sound and prac- 
tical. The foundation is now laid for effective educational 
work, particularly in tax supported schools where public 
sentiment always dictates. 

The greatest need of cooperation today is the educa; 
tion of the public in the principles, the members in their 
obligations, and the managers in their duties. If the 
education of the public is to be complete and effective, it 
must be general. The agricultural extension forces can 


and should use every effort to disseminate accurate 
formation on cooperation. Many people do not k “8 
igh . ot know what 
it is all about. Some regard it as a sort of magi 
which will substitute profits for losses. It ma ‘ae 
ay ‘ y do that 
but the chances are it is only one of several things whi h 
will change the ledger balance. P “ 

The public should understand that cooperation js 
private business, not socialistic in nature. No government 
money goes into cooperative enterprises. Stock in a truly 
cooperative company bears only a specified interest rate 
and does not participate in the business beyond that. Jn 
other words, the stock is preferred stock only. Those who 
make the business possible are the ones who reap the 
benefits, and that in proportion to the business they do 
with their association. The man who markets a thousand 
bushels of grain of a certain grade, or who sells a thousand 
dollars worth of livestock gets twice the profits at the 
end of the year as the man who sells but five hundred 
bushels or does five hundred dollars worth of business. 

The public can also be educated through the schools. 
Now that the principles of cooperation are becoming 
generally recognized as sound and practical and since the 
government has recognized cooperation as a desirable 
method of business, the movement of the National Educa- 
tional Association to have the principles of cooperation 
taught in all public schools seems logical. 

The association has asked a committee of noted 
economists and practical cooperators to write a text book 
on cooperation for the public schools. The preparation of 
the book is well along the way. Whether it finds its place 
in our schools will depend on how much interest is taken 
by the cooperators and their friends. After a few years of 
school service the public will be pretty well educated. 

The education of members must necessarily be carried 
on largely by the cooperative associations. In Europe, 
many of the cooperatives spend large sums of money in 
campaigns to educate members. Many cooperative asso- 
ciations have failed because the members failed to realize 
their obligations, and the profits which would come by 
sticking with their association. Successful cooperatives 
are, as a rule, organized along cooperative lines, and each 
of these lines need special educational work. There would 
be fewer failures if more effort were spent educating 
members. 

A new field for agriculture college work has developed 
because of the rapid spread of cooperation. Every college 
should now have short and long courses for training 
managers of cooperative organizations. Cooperative 
management is a business peculiar to itself. It requires 
special tact and judgment as well as a different system of 
bookkeeping and accounting. Even the methods of opera- 
tion on market exchanges are different. The college must 
occupy this field or be open to a just criticism. 

Agricultural colleges should never allow a student to 
finish his course without a thorough knowledge of the 
principles of cooperation. College students become lead- 
ers. Leaders should know, not guess. 


An interesting experiment in true cooperation is being _ 


tried at State College. The hundreds of students there 
are preparing for all walks of life—agriculture, home- 
makers, teaching, engineering in all its branches, phar- 
macy, commerce, etc. These students have for several 
years owned and operated a book store, where they have 
handled books, stationery, and necessary student supplies. 
That is not unusual, for nearly all colleges do that. Last 
year, however, they made the store a cooperative one. 
They charge the regular retail prices and give with each 
purchase a slip showing the amount of the purchase. At 
the end of the year these slips are to be returned by @ 
certain date, and the profits prorated and given back to 
the students in proportion to the purchdses made. Every 
student is thus getting a practical lesson in cooperation 
which he will carry into his home community and into his 
own profession.

1924. At that show he had the grand champion cow, a 

first prize bull of his own breeding and was quite con- 
sistently up in the money throughout the show—and that 
takes good cattle at Minnesota. Glantz, himself, is a 
bundle of energy, seemed to know and be known by every- 
body around the ringside and was evidently a close student 
of Holstein affairs.

We 
then began to realize the necessity of better dairy cattle 
and so we decided to make a change from the common 
scrub cow to a ‘purebred.’ 

“At that time, I was impartial as to what breed to go 
into, but upon close and careful study, I became con- 
vinced that the Holstein Cow is the breed we should have. 
My brother agreed with me in this step and in 1921. we 
purchased seven purebred females at a disbursement sale 
(only one of mature age, the other six heifers). This 
stock was from the T. A. Hosely herd, New Glarus, Wis., 
and was mostly of the Canary De Kol strain crossed with 
a Pietertje Mercedes sire.

44-lb. bull, King Korndyke Pontiac Lass. We exhibited 
him in 1924 at the Minnesota State Fair, placing him in 
the money in a strong 3-year-old class. 

“The following year we purchased four more heifers 
from the Wm.

In the season of 1923 and 1924, 
we tested fourteen cows on 7-day test with results up to 
24 lbs. on a senior 3-year-old and over 20 lbs. on a junior 
2-year-old. Eight of these followed on long distance test 
in the 305- and 365-day division with results of 698 Ibs. 
butter in 305 days and 866 lbs. butter in 365 days on a 
junior 2-year-old. In the season of 1924 and 1925, up-to- 
date we have tested eleven cows for 7 days, of which four 
followed with 30-day official and some following on year’s 
test. Results for the 7-day tests were 24.31 lbs. on a 
junior 3-year-old; 26.01 on a senior 3-year-old and 31.22 
Ibs. on a mature cow. Results in the 30-day division: 93.8 
Ibs. butter on a junior 3-year-old and 123.3 Ibs. on a five

Registration Papers Not Enough 


HE IDEA that many of our purebred bulls are not fit 
sy to save for breeding purposes is not-.a new one. 

Certainly a great many dairymen and breed associa- 
tion representatives are agreed on this point. In some 
cases this is being overcome by increasing the registration 
and transfer fee for bulls. This will probably help, but 
it is very doubtful if it can solve the entire problem. 

It is interesting to note the anaylsis of a large number 
of cow testing records by the bureau of dairying in which 
it is shown that the daughters of ordinary purebred bulls 
averaged only one per cent more than their dams. On the 
other hand in the associations of the country where care 
has been made in selecting bulls only from high produc- 
ing families the daughters average about fourteen per cent 
more than their dams. In other words, the man who is 
using a carefully selected bull is making progress in 
developing a profitable herd just fourteen times as fast 
as the man who just bought a registered bull without 
making a careful study of pedigree and breeding. He will 
make as much progress in one generation as the other man 
will make during his entire time of active management 
of his farm. 


In Missouri a check-up on two association bulls that 


were very carefully selected several years ago and which . 


now have a number of daughters in milk shows an in- 
crease of over forty per cent in production in both cases 
and an increase in profit of nearly a hundred per cent. 
A few daughters of a third bull indicate a much larger in- 
crease but have not been in milk long enough to draw con- 
clusions. 


On the basis of such facts as these isn’t it time to 
set the bars a good deal higher than just registration 
papers? When the man with the carefully selected bull 
from a proven sire and a record dam can make progress 
forty or even fourteen times as fast as the man with just 
a “registered bull” it is time to follow the other fellow’s 
lead. Life is too short to wait from fifty to a hundred and 
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* fifty years for the same progress and prosperity that we 
Doge have realized in three or four years. 

In selecting a bull one should use the same thought and 
* study that he would use in choosing a farm or building a 
house. There is just as much at stake.—The Dairy Farmer. 





Guernsey Club Considering One-day Test 


N the last issue of the Journal, there was published a 
| comprehensive study of the one- and two-day tests. The 

conclusions reached after working with some 973 rec- 
ords, showed that the one-day test could be relied upon. 
In the study of the two-day tests, the conclusion was: 
“Records made under one-day supervision are in the ma- 
jority of instances as nearly accurate as are records made 
under two-day supervision, although rather wide varia- 
tions occur occasionally.” 

After further study on first tests the conclusion reached 
shows: “Records made in recent years estimated (on the 
basis of the first day of each inspection) less than the 
actual records. The difference is not great, however, ex- 
cept in a very few instances.” 

It is the recommendation of the Executive Committee 
(A. G. C. C.) that the one-day test be adopted by Guern- 
sey breeders. They realize that the change is a big one, 
but based upon this study, it would seem a safe and wise 
road to follow. Many objections have been raised by 
breeders to testing because of the expense. Since this 
study, and the finding that the variation between the one- 
and two-day tests, is so slight, another strong point has 
been brought to light in favor of the one-day test. 


The one-day test will mean the cutting nearly in half 
of the present cost to the breeder, as we find that it now 
varies from $2.50 to $5.00 per day and expenses. With 
only one-day tests, a day per month with the expense 
attached thereto, will be eliminated. 

In many instances in the country there are small 
breeders who would like to place some of their cows on 
test, but who have felt unable to do so because of the 
expense. Much of this objection will be eliminated in 
the one-day test. It is not unusual for these small breeders 
to produce some exceptional animals for production, but 
because of their financial state, have felt reluctant about 
official testing. 

The Executive Committee feels that it owes to all the 
Guernsey breeders the best service possible, and has by 
the recommendation of the one-day test, placed within 
the reach of many more breeders the privilege of doing 
Advanced Register work.—Guernsey Breeders Journal.

The Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
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HERE is no greater pleasure for 
one who likes cattle than to 
watch a superior calf grow and 
develop. A good deal of thoughi and 
work is involved in the selection and 
feeding of such a calf, but all this is 
so much pleasure when the results 
obtained are those desired. 

Nothing is more important and fun- 
damental in calf club work than the 
selection of the right kind of calf. If 
this part of your work is wisely done, 
you have every chance for max- 
imum pleasure and profit from your 
club membership. You, as club mem- 
bers, must use the same careful 
methods in selecting your calves that 
constructive adult breeders use in 
choosing their foundation animals. 

Type 

You should look for that type of calf 
which conforms as nearly as possible 
to the “true type” of the Holstein 
breed. This type has been established 
by the leading breeders and judges. 
They have found that the necessary 
qualities of production and reproduc- 
tion are associated more often with 
this type than with any other. The 
Holstein - Friesian Association of 
America has had pictures, score cards 
and statues made of the “true type” 
and club members will do well to 
study these if possible. Every mem- 
ber can secure pictures and score 
cards of the “true type’ from Holstein 
Associations and the models may be 
seen at the various agricultural col- 
leges. 

Always look for a calf that is of 
good size for its age and one that has 
a thrifty, rugged appearance. A 
thrifty calf will have a bright coat of 
hair and will appear alert and active. 

Calves that do well and develop 
into profitable cows are “hearty” 
eaters and it is generally found that 
such calves have wide muzzles and 
large, open nostrils. The head of a 
good feeder usually gives the appear- 
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Selection of Calf Club Heifers

ance of strength, showing good width 
at the eyes. 
Your calf should carry a straight 
top line from “withers” to tail set- 
ting. The loin should be broad and 
strong and the rump wide, long and 
level. The back bone should be well 
up between the shoulder blades for 
where the back bone is not well up 
there is usually a weakness and a 
tendency to slackness at the crops 
(depression behind shoulders slightly 
below the backbone). This is a serious 
defect and grows more pronounced 
with age. It must be borne in mind 
that your calf, to develop into a pro- 
fitable dairy animal must have a large 
capacity for food and air and then 
have the ability to transform a large 
portion of her feed into milk. So it is 
necessary for the calf to have a long 
body of good depth and one that is 
well sprung or rounded as viewed 
from front or rear. However, the 
body should not be overly distended 
at the rear flank as this is unnatural 
and a result of improper feeding. 


The heifer, when it matures, should, 
of course, carry an udder of good size 
and shape with teats squarely placed. 
Although it is impossible to tell ex- 
actly how calves’ udders will ultimate- 
ly develop, yet it is well to examine 
the heifer in this respect. There 
should be considerable loose skin and 
soft tissue where the udder will de- 
velop and the teats should be square- 
ly placed. 


Pedigree. 


Little attention need be paid to 
breeding pedigree except to determine 
that the calf is properly registered. 
If possible, you should see the sire 
and dam of the calf you.are selecting. 
The sire should be a good type of 
Holstein bull carrying a straight top 
line, a wide long level rump, and show 
a long, deep, “well sprung” body. You 
should ask to see all of his calves that 
are present, especially the older ones. 
If his calves are uniformly good it is 
an indication that he is prepotent 
and that a daughter of his will de- 
velop well. 

The dam of your calf should be as 
nearly as possible the kind of cow you 
want your calf to develop into. She 
should be of good size for the breed 
and should show the essential qualities 
of a producing cow. She should carry a 
straight top line, a long wide level 
rump and a long, deep, well sprung 
barrel. Her udder should be of good 
size, attached high and wide behind 
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and run forward underneath on nearly 
a straight line with her body. Her 
teats should be squarely placed and 
of good size for milking. Inquire 
about her ability as a producer, ff 
she has good A. R. or cow testing ag- 
sociation records, so much the better. 
Age 

Usually there is an upper age limit 
set by the rules for the club. “It is 
usually more satisfactory to purchase 
calves at least six months old and the 
older the better. In this connection it 
is well to purchase a calf of such an 
age that it-will show well in its class, 
especially if you want to show the 
calf in the “open” classes. Calves 
purchased this spring should be born 
sometime after August 1, 1925, and 
as near that date as possible for the 
older a calf is, the better are its 
chances in the ring, other things being 
equal. Then too, the older the calf at 
the time of purchase, the more you 
can tell about its prospects for devel- 
oping in the right way. 


Color 

Color has nothing to do with pro- 
duction or type and so it should re- 
ceive little attention. If the calf-is 
marked to your taste, so much the bet- 
ter, but do not buy a calf on color at 
the sacrifice of type (conformation). 

If you do not feel well enough in- 
formed to make your selection alone, 
you will usually find breeders and 
others interested in club work who 
are well qualified and glad to advise 
you.

Records - the Week

year-old. Others produced from 19 to 22.5 Ibs. butter on 
junior and senior 3-year-olds and up to 89 lbs. in 30 days.” 

The-production of their grand champion winner, Prilly 
Tirania, was especially pleasing. In 7 days, she made 
31.22 Ibs. butter, 594.1 lbs. milk, with an average test of 
4.2 per cent, and in 30 days 122.09 lbs. butter, 2,570.4 Ibs. 
milk, testing 3.84 per cent. 

Last year a young bull of the best Grahamholm breed- 
ing was purchased as a junior herd sire. Before he was 
old enough to use, Dr. Graham loaned them Grahamholm 
Bracer Colantha, their famous young show bull out of 
“Pauline’s” daughter. Particular attention also is paid to 
the health of the herd, which is fylly accredited. 

With the start they already have and the class of sires 
they are using, it would seem that the Glantz Herd should 
continue to progress in the right way.

QUEBEC BREEDERS REORGANIZE zi 


The Quebec Branch of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of Canada successfully conducted a reorganization at 
Huntington, Que., March 11. Breeders from every quarter 
of the Province attended. Literature exploiting the breed 
and manifesting its expansion in Quebec, was read to the 
assembly. 

In his address of welcome extended to the delegates, 
C. L. Goodhue, Vaudreuil, presiding, referred to the vigor 
of the strain in Canada. He paid strong tribute to T. B. 
Macaulay and Donat Raymond for their efforts toward 
sustaining the breed. 

J. E. Chandler, of Hudson Heights, who is a member of 
the extension board of the National Association, spoke 
on the need of intensive extension. He read reports to 
show that the Holstein is the leading dairy cow of the 
world today, beating all other breeds for milk and butter- 
fat production. He said: 

“Extension work is almost as important as having a 
good breed. We have a good breed—a breed none of us 
need be ashamed of. We all know it is the best dairy 
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breed in the world, but does the world know it? This j 
where extension work must function. We have got Pa 
tell the world the Holstein is the best dairy cow jn the 
world. Tell the world that Canada as a dairy comanel 
began to go ahead with the introduction of the Holstein. 
Although introduced to the Dominion less than half a 
century ago she is responsible for Canada’s enormous 
growth in business in dairy products. 

“Extension is just another word for advertising. ¢ 
you are manufacturing a good butter or a district has a 
good strain of cattle the benefits you reap are small 
compared with the men who have these things, but adver. 
tise. And so it is true of the Holstein. We must extengq 
or advertise the breed. Extension covers a multitude of 
work—fieldmen—we hope to have two very soon—one we 
hope will devote considerable time in Quebec, advertising 
and this includes a good turnout of the breed at exhipbi. 
tions, active local clubs, heifer calf clubs, R. O. P. work 
bull associations and club sales. Speaking as a represen. 
tative of Mount Victoria Farms, we are newcomers to the 
breed, but we believe the Holstein to be the greatest 
dairy machine in the world today. She has won every 
important dairy contest for years. Since 1920, 20 contests 
have been held—Holsteins won 19, Ayrshire one. 

“In profits for production of milk and butter fat, she 
leads alls other breeds in all government reports. 

“Today in the R. O. P. the Holstein cow leads all other 


breeds in all divisions and at that the average test is° 


something like 3.5. Canadian breeders have a lot to be 
proud of. Get out and boost your breed and district such 
as you plan to. Ontario won the state herd last year, 
but don’t forget that it was freely admitted that Quebec 
could have easily defeated Ontario. 


“The future depends upon the men who are now breed- 
ing Holsteins and in turn upon the ideals held and fol- 
lowed by the breeders. The men who are breeding Hol- 
steins have an ideal and that ideal found definite form in 
the ‘true type models.’ 


“From the lessons of the earlier breeders we have 
been taught the weak points of the breed—poor type and 
low butter fat percentage. Both have been improved until 
today Canadian Holsteins are taking their place as the 
true type and the average per cent of butter fat for the 
breed in R. O. P. is about 3.5. With the weak points of 
the past eliminated the future of the breed cannot be any- 
thing else but bright.”

A Pioneer Holstein Herd in Southwest 
Virginia 


By F. X. CREDLE 


hogs for domestic and foreign con- 

sumption has been one of the lead- 
ing industries of southwest Virginia for 
many years. The climatic conditions, 
cold, open winters and cool summers, 
coupled with an unsurpassed lime- 
stone soil which produces in abund- 
ance the richest kind of bluegrass 
and is steep enough in places for ex- 
cellent sheep pastures and rolling 
enough in other places for pasturing 
heavy cattle and hogs, have made this 
fine industry possible. Climatic and 
topographical conditions practically 
eliminate diseases and pests of ani- 
mals which are common in other parts 
of the country. The evergreen blue- 
grass sod produces strong, succulent, 
nourishing feed for cattle, sheep and 
hogs almost the year through, reduces 
the feed cost to the minimum and 
boosts the net returns to the maxi- 
mum, because not only feeds—costly 
in their production—are saved but 
also much labor in feeding the stock 
is saved that must be expended in 
other sections. During many years 
past the production of crops. which 
at present is at the minimum possible 
for this section of strong limestone 
soil, has been an auxiliary farming 
operation while the growing and fat- 
tening of cattle, sheep and hogs has 
been the major operation. Land hold- 
ings have been large, the least labor 
possible for operation and mother 
earth aided by a very benevolent cli- 
mate has been doing for this great 
Southwest Virginia section what a 


R ves beef cattle, sheep and 





much larger supply of labor has been 
doing elsewhere. Thousands upon 
thousands of heavily fatted cattle 
have been taken from these rich 
blusgrass pastures and without 
special fitting exported for foreign 
consumption. Practically all or the 
spring lamb crop goes to mar- 
ket laden with fat, never having 
tasted grain or hay. But few of the 
numerous flocks of sheep wintered in 
Southwest Virginia ever see grain and 
a number of flocks are given no feed 
during winter, other than grass sod. 
Such a climate and soil combination 
is destined to attract not only cattle, 
sheep and hog raisers, but also dairy- 
men, poultrymen, general farmers and 
fruit growers. , 

Already we have a number of poul- 
trymen in Wythe County with over a 
thousand laying hens in each flock, 
yielding their owners handsome pro- 
fits yearly. Fruit growers are among 
us with handsomely large orchard out- 
lays. The Dixie Fruit Farm is an ex- 
ample of what is growing up in our 
midst, and other orchards are pro- 
ducing fruit in such abundance and of 
such fine quality that much of it finds 
it way into foreign markets and there 
stands up under stiff competition. 
Pioneers in the dairy business are 
looming up and taking their places as 
permanent fixtures on a_ profitable 
basis. 

This is illustrated by the work done 
and results obtained by F. B. Kegley, 
near Wytheville. In the consignment

sale of Holstein cattle at Orange Va, 

for 1925 where 65 head were consign. 
ed by nineteen leading breeders in 
Virginia, Mr. Kegley had two milkin 

cows and two spring heifers, one 7 
which sold for $315.00 and the four 
consigned averaged $200 each, a high 
average for the state. This compares 
very favorably with other sgaleg re- 
ported this season. In the Virginia 
Club Sale in 1923 Mr. Kegley also con- 
signed one cow and two heifers that 
averaged $236 each, the highest aver- 
age for any individual consignment in 
the sale, one of which sold for $300 

Sales from this herd other than thege 
two consignments have been Private, 


Mr. Kegley began raising purebred 
Holstein Friesians in 1914 with two 
springing heifers, and has built up his 
herd under average farm conditions 
He built no silo, as there are few silos 
in this section. This also indicates 
that he has kept to his first general 
proposition, that with ordinary to 
good care and management it is quite 
as possible to build up paying opera. 
tions with Holsteins in this region as 
it is to grow Shorthorns, Angus or 
Hereford cattle. His herd began 
supplying breeding stock, through 
private sales, in 1919 and in spite of 
low post war prices in other branches 
of live stock sales, these private 
transactions have netted Mr. Kegley 
over two hundred dollars each for all 
females, seventeen of which have 
been sold since 1919, including aged 
cows. In addition to this, the herd 
has been steadily built up in numbers 
and quality, has paid a good profit on 
investment, feed and labor; and it 
stands out today, having passed 
through a period of low prices and 
general depression, as a paying propo- 
sition and a good asset in the face of 
the general prosperity dawning upon 
this section. Some of the cows have 
run official tests as high as five per 
cent butterfat, while the average runs 
around three and one-half to four per- 
cent. One cow made an official pro- 
duction record under average farm 
conditions of 13,664 pounds of milk, no 
special stimulating grain ration hav- 
ing been fed, which indicates that the 
blue grass here is admirably suited 
to stimulating a heavy milk flow as 
well as producing beef. 

Mr. Kegley believes it pays to keep 
the young stock growing, but his 
methods are simple and economical. 
The calves are allowed to remain with 
their dams for the first three or four 
days after which they are removed 
from their mother and are fed about 
eight to ten pounds of milk morning 
and evening for the first three 
months. Concentrates and roughage 
are added in such quantity as to 
produce thrifty growth through the 
first winter, after which they are 
turned on pasture and wintered om 
good quality meadow hay until these 
heifers drop their first calves at two 
and one-half to three years of age. 
During this growing period they are 
kept in a separate boundary from the 
mature cows, just as the yearling 
steers are separated from the big 
cattle on a beef farm. This simple 
method of growing heifers provoked 
the following remark from the head 
of Virginia’s Dairy Extension Division 
at a recent consignment sale, “Mr. 
Kegley raises the best matured heff- 
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ers of any breeder in the state. He 
has a blue grass farm and can’t keep 
them from growing and getting fat.” 

Another point of interest about 
these operations is that no fresh 
female blood has béen added to this 
purebred herd, consisting at present, 
after selling this year’s surplus, of 
fifteen females, worth conservatively 
more than $2,000. Contrary to the 
common belief, bulls costing fifty 
dollars, $100 and $150 have been used 
instead of males costing from $500 to 
$5,000. This has been made possible 
py carefully selecting individuals of 
good breeding at, opportune times, 
which have been resold when their 
ysefulness in the herd was over for 
more money than their initial cost. 
The bull calves have been sold off 
early, most of them going for herd 
sires, while others had to be vealed 
rather than keep them as dead wood 
or sell them for steers. 

His cows while milking are general- 
ly fed the following: 2 lbs. ground 
corn, 2 Ibs. grotind oats, 2 pounds 
wheat bran, 1 lb. cottonseed meal. 
From eight to twelve pounds of this 
mixture per individual is fed daily, 
with as much meadow hay as the cow 
wants. 

Lime is frequently distributed about 
the barns and stalls and salt is kept 
before the herd constantly. 

This Mr. Kegley is demonstrating 
the merits of this section for dairying, 
as others are doing for beef, horses, 
sheep, hogs, poultry and fruit.

She 
is a daughter of Queen Pietertje Mink 
De Kol who has 2 records of 827.05 
and 890.85 butter at the age of 8 and 
12 years respectively. 

Serradella Mink De Kol promises 
not to embarrass her distinguished 
dam. She just calved and is again on 
test making another promising start.

Farmers Get Most of Butter Dollar 

The butter industry returns the 
farmer more of the price paid for but- 
ter by consumers than any other 
product he markets, according to the 
National Dairy Council. During the 
past year the farmer has received 
from 78 to 80 cents out of every con- 
sumer’s butter dollar, while he aver- 
aged only 45 cents from meat, pota- 
toes and wheat, three other staples of 
life. In addition to this, he has been 
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paid a daily cash return on his in- 
vestment and labor, and his cows have 
supplied fertilizer necessary to main- 
tain the productiveness of his land. 





Butter Takes Big String-of Milk Cans 


The butter consumed during 1925 
required more than forty billion 
pounds of milk produced by American 
farmers. If placed in ten-gallon milk 
cans side by side, this milk would 
haxe extended four times around the 
earth. The farm value of the butter 
American farmers produced last year 
exceeded the farm value of their en- 
tire wheat crop, reports the National 
Dairy Council. 

Wisconsin, with less than one-thir- 
tieth of the population of the United 
States, makes nearly three-fourths of 
all the cheese produced in this, coun- 
try, according to the National Dairy 
Council.

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Drenching of Cattle Dangerous 


Owing to the present day method of 
housing caftle during the winter 
months they are very susceptible to 
what is known as Stoppage of the 
Bowels or Constipation, when as a 
matter of fact about 75% of such 
cases are really due -to partial par- 
alysis of the bowels, caused by con- 
suming a large amount of coarse, dry 
and indigestible roughage and lack of 
exercise, or by consuming too much 
green fodder in summer. 

The first thing that enters the mind 
of the owner of cattle when they are 
thus afflicted is that they are consti- 
pated and the old-fashioned method of 
giving medicine is resorted to consist- 
ing usually of salts or oil administered 
as a drench. If one drench does not 
kill or cure them they keep right on 
giving these liquid drenches, adminis- 
tered with a long-necked bottle, as 
shown in drawing. 

Owing to the fact that when a cow’s 
head is elevated and her mouth :s open 
it is next to impossible for that animal 
to swallow for the reason that the 
bottle is in her mouth and oftentimes 
held there until all the contents have 
been drained. 

It is a fact that the valve of the 
gullet is always closed and the valve of 
the windpipe is always open except 





during the act of swallowing, at which 
time No. 1 (see drawing), the point of 
the windpipe valve passes over to No. 
2 closing the windpipe and thereby 
preventing the liquid from passing into 
the lungs. When the animal closes 
its mouth the liquid is forced down the 
gullet into the stomach, but when the 
head is elevated and the mouth open 
the act of swallowing is very difficult. 
Herein lies the danger of drenching. 
A portion of the liquid is very liable 
to pass through the windpipe and into 
the lungs and if it does not kill the 
animal instantly it may do so in a day, 
a week, a month or even three months 
after drenching, the animal dying from 
chronic pneumonia as a result of the 
liquid .entering the lungs. For this 
reason drenching cattle is very dan- 
gerous and it would be surprising to 
know the enormous loss suffered annu- 
ally by this method of administering 
medicine to cattle. 

The question naturally arises then 
how should animals be given medicine 
with safety? It can be given in small 
doses in powder form, dry on the 
tongue of the animal. It readily mixes 
with the saliva of the mouth and the 
animal ‘swallows naturally, without 
holding her head up high, as is done 
when drenching.

Such medicine should be given ag 
will be absorbed by the mucous mem- 
brane of the mouth, stomach, and 
bowels and be taken up into the cir. 
culation. This passes into alj the 
little blood vessels in the tissue of the 
stomach and bowels causing them tg 
give off a moisture such as the gas- 
tric juices, uaturally aiding digestion, 
assimilation and movement of the 
bowels in a normal way. 

On the contrary the action of Salts 
is to stimulate the mucous membrane 
of the stomach and bowels rather 
than stimulating the nerves of them, 
oftentimes causing congestion ang in- 
flammation of the bowels and death 
may follow before the desired results 
have been obtained. The presence of 
the oil in the book stomach of the an- 
animal has a very bad effect as it gums 
up the little pores that give off the 
juices which aid digestion and lubri- 
cate the stomach and bowels. 

When this takes place the food is 
retained in the book stomach and be- 
gins to decompose and give off a pois- 
onous gas that causes the animal to 
bloat, have sunken eyes, drooping ears 
and a dry nose. Rapid emaciation fol- 
lows, resulting in death in a very 
short time if allowed to run its course. 

When there is a stoppage of the 
bowels it is a difficult task for the 
layman to determine as to whether a 
cow is afflicted with constipation or 
paralysis. For this reason such med- 
icine ag will overcome either par- 
alysis or constipation should be aéd- 
ministered. For instance a physic will 
not overcome paralysis, but a nerve 
stimulant will overcome both par. 
alysis and constipation.

FEDERAL INDEMNITIES 


The question of federal indemnities 
has received a great amount of atten- 
tion during the past few weeks. The 
Director of the Budget-cut the amount 
which the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture requested for indemnities to 
$3,000,000. A hearing was held be- 
fore the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee at Washington on January 4th 
at which representatives of the va- 
rious farm and livestock organizations 
appeared and as a result the Commit- 
tee increased the amount to $3,555,000. 
The House passed the bill at this fig- 
ure. 


Another hearing was held before the 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
on February 16th at which many 
of the states were represented and 
some sent large delegations. The 
tstimony given was very interesting 
and showed the work practically at a 
standstill in several states where the 
allotment of federal funds had been 
exhausted. A representative of the 
Illinois State Department of Agricul- 
ture stated that the work in Illinois 
had been resumed and the state was 
taking care of both state and federal 
indemnities. Work was confined prin- 
cipally to northern Illinois where in-

HOLSTEIN SALE AT FOND DU LAC 


The Holstein Breeders’ Sale Company held a consignment sale of pure- 
bred Holsteins January 13 at Fond du Lac, Wis., under the management of 8. 
H. Bird. Sixty-six head were sold for a total of $6,449.50. Of this number, 
thirty-four were young heifers and bulls and there was little demand for 
these. The top price of $200 was paid for a year-old son of King Bess 18th, 
a grandson of King Korndyke Colantha Ormsby, and out of a granddaughtet 
of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes with a record of 956.77 Ibs. butter in a 
year. This bull, King Bess Deantha, was consigned by W. J. Gillett & Sons, 
of Rosendale. and was purchased by Burwood Stock Farm, of Oakwood, Wis. 
The selling was done by Pohlman and O’Brien and the cattle were sold subr 
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the dairy districts may be ready as far 
as possible for the new Chicago or- 
dinance on April Ist. Testing was go- 
ing on at the rate of 4,200 cattle a 
week and 75 per cent were infected. 
Combining state and federal indemn- 
ity claims on 3,150 reactors made a 
total indemnity bill of $126,000 each 
week, on the average, for the State 
of Illinois to pay. Such extensive in- 
fection is difficult to realize and in 
most cases the state and the owner 
as well would be money ahead in the 
long run to destroy the entire herd, 
clean up thoroughly and start to re- 
puild with healthy foundation stock. 


As a result of this hearing the 
House bill was amended by increasing 
the amount for federal indemnities to 
$6,000,000 and the Senate has since 
passed the bill as amended. Just what 
the final outcome will be when the 
Senate and House conference com- 
mittees get together remains to be 
seen, but we hope that at least $5,000,- 
000 will be allowed. 


There should be no question about 
the federal government giving liberal 
support to this work. It is not merely 
a guestion of testing the cattle of 
Michigan or Illinois, it is a question of 
human health and concerns the gen- 
eral public throughout the country. 
Science has shown that bovine tuber- 
culosis is transmissable to the human 
family and that it is one of the chief 
sources of infection. Cattle are con- 
stantly being shipped from one section 
of the country to another for breed- 
ing or dairy purposes and such ani-

mals must be tested to comply with 
federal regulations. For years the 
large cities have been reaching out 
hundreds of miles for their milk sup- 
ply and with the advent of the glass 
lined tank car, milk can now be ship- 
ped thousands of miles. Then too, we 
are a nation of travellers and pay lit- 
tle attention to state lines in our 
travels about the country, but we ex- 
pect to find a good supply of milk for 
ourselves and our families wherever 
we go. There is no question about 
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this matter, it is a national issue and 
should be supported liberally by the 
federal government so that the work 
can be carried on without delay in all 
the states. 

Under the Illinois law the work may 
be continued after the federal funds 
are used up and the state pays both 
indemnities. Such a law shifts the 
burden of responsibility from the fed- 
eral government where it rightfully 
belongs. It is a national issue.—Mich- 
igan News Letter.

Certified milk is no longer an ex- 
periment. The problem now confront- 
ing the producers, and soon, I hope, 
the health authorities and the legis- 
lators, is how to make the public ac- 
quainted with the values and virtues 
of the highest grade of milk as super- 
vised and certified to by scientists and 
the members of the medical profes- 
sion. 

Rarely is a good article, discovery, 
creed or faith preceded by publicity or 
advertising; the stronger and deeper 
the root, the slower the growth. 
Ephemeral and unhealthful things 
make the loudest noises in their in- 
troduction. 

If a patent medicine advertiser had 
discovered the virtues, health-giving 


and life-giving properties of certified 
milk, and could have secured the 
trademark monopoly, or patent right 
thereto, he could have sold his pro- 
duct at $1 per pint bottle, have paid 
fifty cents for advertising and had 
one-half his gross revenue for profits 
and costs, and at the start his profits 
would not have been extravagant. But 
in a few years, or at the present time, 
he would have been selling his output 
in various parts of the country for 
more than ten million dollars gross per 
annum and would have been making 
a few millions profit a year. His 
reputation as a life saver for infants 
and invalids would have reached 
around the world. His plants, near

additional milk flow thus obtained 
stimulates the milk producing crgans 
so that a higher yield is obtained as 
the animal advances in age.

The re- 
port also contains the new record for 
two famous producers in the Graham- 
holm herd at Rochester, Minn., these 
being Grahamholm Colantha Pauline 
Segis, who makes her fourth record 
above 33 lbs. butter, and Grahamholm 
Colantha Segis Maid, her sister, the 
present world’s champion in the ten- 
months’ division for both milk and 
fat, who exceeds her best previous 7- 
day performance with 33.37 lbs. but- 
ter, 732.1 lbs. milk. In the younger 
classes, noteworthy records are made 
by Sioux Rue, a daughter of Sioux 
Joh Lyons, owned and bred by South 
Dakota Penitentiary, Sioux Falls, S. 
Dakota. She sets a new state rec- 
ord in the senior three-year-old class 
with 35.99 lbs. butter. Princess Della 
Pride, a daughter of Pride of Sir 
Piets, has 24.49 lbs. butter in 7 days 
as a senior two-year-old. She was 
bred and we assume tested by Murphy 
Farms, Green Bay, Wis., although 
listed for San Vincente Agri. Co., Val- 
paraiso, Chile. Yankton Colantha 
Korndyke Ormsby, another senior two- 
year-old, bred and owned by State 
Hospital, Yankton, S. Dak., makes 
over 28 lbs. in this class with one of 
the highest milk records ever made 
by a senior two-year-old. Her 30-day 
record ranks fourth and her 7-day rec- 
ord seventh for the breed. The 
younger classes contain many fine 
records for daughters of sires that 
are in the limelight. 


The Ten-Months’ Division 


In the A classification (4-time milk- 
ing) outstanding records are made 
by Hazelwood Bracelet Mercedes, a 
Carnation cow in the full-aged class, 
with 26,084.7 Ibs. milk, 835.39 lbs. fat, 
which ranks her above the leaders in 
both respects; Steilacoom Inka Pon- 
tiac, bred and owned by Western 
State Hospital, Ft. Steilacoom, Wash.. 
with 846.27 Ibs. fat, 23,195.4 lbs. milk 
as a senior four-year-old. This is the 
second highest record for fat produc- 
tion in her class. Steilacoom Eloise 
Fayne, a sister of the foregoing owned 
by the same institution, takes sec- 
ond place for milk and fifth for fat 
with a production of 24,604.8 lbs. milk, 
803.88 Ibs. fat. 

Classification B (3-time milking) 
brings out two new world’s cham- 
pions. These are Wenonah Finderne 
Valdessa Ormsby, sired by a son of 
Finderne Holingen Fayne, world’s 
champion three-year-old in yearly test.

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30,000 lbs. milk in a year and her 
daughter has produced over 20,000 Ibs 
according to the clipping from the 
Belfast paper. Mr. James A. Calq. 
well, the owner, gave a banquet at 
his residence, Bennahill House, to 
celebrate this achievement. Mr, Me. 
garry writes: “I had the pleasure of 
seeing these two outstanding cows 
while on a visit to Ireland in 1993. 
The younger cow was only a calf at 
that time. Their home is on the north 
shore of Belfast Lough and the dairy 
herd is stabled in an old castle with 
great high ceilings. There are about 
30 cows in the herd. Mr. Caldwell 
has a beautiful place, lives in a mod- 
ern house, grand old timber all around 
it—a remembrance of feudal times 
now happily passed away. One of 
the unique features of the farming 
community near Carrick Fergus is 
their creamery which churns the 
whole milk and sells the buttermilk 
to distributors in Belfast daily, except 
Sunday. The sale of buttermilk goes 
a long way to defray the cost of mak- 
ing the butter. Each patron is bound 
to keep so many cows in milk the 
year round. There is no separator. 
Two gas engines are constantly in 
readiness if one plays out so that the 
customers are sure of their butter- 
milk for making “soda bread” with 
which the Irish tables are provided.” 





WAUKESHA’S ANNUAL C. T. A. 
REPORT 


The second combined annual report 
of Waukesha County’s five cow test- 
ing associations is received. It is an 
attractively printed and arranged 
booklet, summarizing the work of 
these five cow testing associations in- 
dividually and collectively. The five 
associations contain 122 herds, of 
which 47 averaged over 300 Ibs. fat. 
There were 2,784 cows tested and the 
average of all the associations is 
7,663 lbs. milk, 294.2 lbs. fat. All of 
the 122 herds are headed with a pure- 
bred sire. Although Waukesha Coun- 
ty is one of the most active Guernsey 
counties in the United States and has 
strong representation in most of the 
dairy breeds, the Holsteins carried 
off the majority of top honors in the 
work of these associations. The five 
high herds listed are all registered or 
grade Holsteins. The registered Hol- 
stein herd of Herman Buth, of Ocono- 
mowoc, leads with 420.4 lbs. fat, 11,- 
357 lbs. milk with a herd of twelve 
head. Of the five high cows, three 
were registered Holsteins, one a grade 
Holstein and one a grade Guernsey 
in fourth place. H. E. Dickenson, 
Oconomowoc, had the leader for both 
milk and fat in a registered Holstein 
four-year-old with 18,474 lbs. milk, 
698.5 lbs. fat. Four registered Hol- 
steins and one grade Holstein made 
up the five high two-year-olds. The 
highest average for milk production in 
all of the five associations was that of 
Roy Henderson of Mukwonago, his 
herd of fourteen registered and grade 
Holsteins averaging 11,420 lbs. milk 
with 389.8 lbs. butterfat. 

The report closes with a little story 
on the experience of one of the mem- 
bers to illustrate the value of test- 
ing from the standpoint of the dairy- 
man.

sequently they offered for sale gey- 
eral cows, among them was “Star,” q 
seven-year-old grade Holstein weigh- 
ing approximately 1,100 pounds. The 
main reason for offering this cow for 
sale was that she had black legs. The 
stock buyer offered them $35.00 for 
Star but they were asking $40.00. They 
decided to test her before selling her 
for $35.00 and the next month when 
the tester arrived, Star produced over 
50 pounds butterfat and for the asgo- 
ciation year she produced 10,487 
pounds milk containing 478.3 pounds 
fat. The second year in association 
work she produced 8,180 pounds milk 
containing 341.7 pounds fat and the 
third year 12,095 pounds milk contain- 
ing 537.9 pounds fat. During the three 
years she produced 30,762 pounds milk 
and 1,357.9 pounds fat which was 
valued at $756.51. The total feed cost 
was $266.48 making a profit above 
feed cost of $490.03. Figuring other 
cost twice feed cost, she has netted 
the farm $223.55 on an investment of 
$40.00. During December 1925 she 
was second high cow in the associ- 
ation with a record of 73.2 pounds fat. 
There are no doubt other cows in 
Waukesha County that would do like- 
wise if given a chance. 

“The Kern & Thomas herd con- 
tained 27 cows in 1923 that made an 
average of 334 pounds fat. In 1924 
the herd was reduced to 21 cows with 
an average of 339 pounds fat and in 
1925 reduced to 19 with an average of 
412 pounds fat, the second high herd 
in Waukesha County for 1925. Mr. 
Kern says, “From now on, we are 
only going to keep the good ones. 
Why milk 27 cows when 19 will give 
us as much profit?’ They sold a 2- 
year-old heifer last summer to Indiana 
parties for $200. She had a record of 
402 pounds fat as a 2-year-old. They 
have sold a number of other cows at 
good prices. No more $40 cows from

“More herds can do likewise if given 
the opportunity. 


“Continuous testing is absolutely 
necessary if profitable dairying is to 
continue. More economical produc- 
tion of milk is one of the biggest 
needs of the dairy farmer. Too many 
farmers continue to follow unprofit- 
able methods of production. Test- 
ing costs the farmer nothing if he 
stops to figure what he obtains from 
his association work. The expense 
can be saved by increased  produc- 
tion, by more economical feeding, by 
business management, by satisfaction 
of knowing that creamery is giving 
fair test, by keeping boys or hired men 
interested in the dairy cow and by 
studying your busines.

“Cow testing and official testing 
have helped to increase the use of 
purebred sires, as the farmer soon 
learns that the daughters of certain 
sires are better producers than those 
from their poorer sire. They have 
helped to free herds from disease such 
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7. B. They have helped to dem- 


gnstrate to the farmer that it pays 


| to feed a balanced ration. In order 


get this balanced ration the most 
economically, it is necessary for him 
to raise alfalfa, build a silo, grow soy 
peans and other leguminous crops. 

“Cow Testing Association work will 
not maxe a competent dairyman out 
of aman who doés not bavs: the poten- 
tial requirements. Cow testing is 
more than the mere mechanical meas- 
uring of the production of crows. The 
most important function is that it 
makes clear to and impresses upon 
the minds of the members, the fac- 
tors, which if properly used, will im- 
prove dairying on farms. The work 
js so businesslike and so convincing 
that it is very effective in helping men 
to help themselves.” 





NEW JERSEY AGRICULTURAL 
COLLEGE HOLSTEINS MAK- 
ING RECORDS 


In our college he:d, we have sixteen 
cows on Official test, of which ten are 
Holsteins. They are all being run in 
Class B of the 305-day division, that 
being our policy. However, we have 
done some 7-day official testing dur- 
ing the winter months. 


One cow, Rutgers Pontiac Johanna, 
as a junior two-year-old, made 19.29 
Ibs. butter from 492.7 lbs. milk. She 
is sired by Klara King Pontiac and 
her dam being Crestwood Pontiac Jo- 
hanna, who is here in the college herd 
and has made in 298 days 21,111.2 lbs.

age price for March milk of standard 
grade testing 3.5% butterfat to be 
$2.78 per hundred pounds. This com- 
pares with the average of $2.83 a 
hundred pounds for February and 
$2.67 for March, 1925. Every one of 
the nine districts into which the 
United States is divided for the pur- 
pose of these computations shows a 
slightly lower price than for the pre- 
ceding month. The South Atlantic 
States still maintain the highest aver- 
age with $3.74 a hundred, New Eng- 
land coming next with $3.46.
